Sis Men Kllleil Uy m OoUapaIng Tannet 

and Tvrn Itti.re Fatally BiiriitMl. 

Santa Hakuvra, CaL, April 7. — A 
apecial to The I'resH says: 

A terrible accident occurred at Adams 
Canon, near Santa Paula, Friday morn- 
ing, where the Mardiaon & Stewart Uil 
company ia boring a tunnel for oil. An 
explo.don of gas occurred in the timnol, 
ana a sheet of flame shot out, b'owinz 
away the building 100 feet from mouth 
ot the tiinniil. Two men were torriblr 
burned, and one of them haa ainoe died. 
The namea of Ae WcriOMli aia Wk- 
known. 

A force of men were put to work to 

clear the tunnel, and in the afternoon 
at H-A', another explosion took place, 
rollapsim^ the whole tunnel and burying 
in the ruuis live men, who tire certainly 
dead. So fai as knov* n their names are 
Ihiiton. (lardison, Taylor ai\d Young. 
Hardis'in is a biother of the head of tli« 
company. 

The rescuing party at the scene of the 
explosion late Friday ni.,'bi reached 
Harden, Vouns; and White. All the 
three were dead, their bodierj being ba I 
ly torn by the exuloaion. Thj rum«uns 
waie taken to Santa Paula.

MR. DEPC W ON TH E SOUTH. 

Tbe Old and Mew SplHi— Horrors off Ike 
Coiivl9t-I«a«e System. 

\VasiiiN"!Ti >N. Ajiril 7. -Mr. Channcy 
M. I'epew arriveil here Friday evening 
in excellent health. In an interview 
with a re|)orter he expreaaed himself as 
delighteit with the hospitality of the 
southern peojile. 

"Did you see much of the new south I" 
the reporter at<ked. 

"Some of the new south and a good 
deal of the old south. It is th.-r^ still. 
Theoldst-ick look on the colored man 
aa a sort of animal destitute of moral 
sense or responsibility, who. like a 
Frankenstein, becomes for that reason 
dangerous in proportion to his liberty 
and opportunities. They sincerely think 
that their iiropertv will be wi[jed out or 
conflscatm. their homes broken up and 
society destroyed if the colored man's 
votes are coiinte I; and they look upon 
noithern Republicans as a snecies of An- 
archists who will cheerfiUly co-operate 
in their destruction. Nine-tenths of the 
Democrats in tlie south seem to be im- 
bued with such ideas. 

"The new south haa a different spirit: 
it believes in mines, and mills, and 
comer lotP. It believee in attracting en- 
terprise and capital, but the old south ia 
a long way down the miUenniuni of a 
political regeneration. The remedy is 
not plain, but it certainly deies not be in 
Federal legislation. 

"One thing, which more than any 
other hiui debauched public sentiment 
in the south is the convict-labor system 
wldoh hold.s in o^nain statea. Unless 
Kennan's stories of Siberian horrors are 
absolutely true, there can be no scenes 
in a civilised country ao terrilile as in 
the southern convict camps. The.se 
p«r wretches are leased to men who 
fiavo no intt-rest in their welfare or 
reformation. No one seems to oare 
whether they are properly fed, clothed, 
housed, treated or cared for. 

"Sometimes the contracts call for a 
certain number of convictii and the state 
furnishes them. If they can"t till the 
quota otherwise the most trivLal otfonses 
are made excuses for long terms of im- 
prisonment. 1 have no doubt that many 
inntH'enl men are serving sentences in 
southern convict camps that a quota 
might ba mied." 

JOHN L. AN D CO RBETT. 

SaUlvaa WtU PIgfcl the Han Wbe Oe- 
fl»eSe« Kllrata. 

Boston, April 7.— John L. Sullivan 
waa seen Friday night with regard to 
the published report that J. M. Corbett, 
the San 1 raucisoo heavy-weight was 
anxious to try his skill against the cham- 
pion. "I'm more than ready to meet 
Corliett," said Sullivan, "but on onlyone 
condition. If we are to \x>x foux rounds 
I'll contract to put him to sleep in that 
time, if I sucv ee<I I am to get |1,000; if 
I don't he gets the money. No half and 
half business about it. These contests 
for gate receipts savor too much of fak- 
ing. You can say that John I,. Sullivan 
wul fight C orbett four rounds for $1,000 
and if he does not whip him in that time 
wont except a cent."

(Jleason. a lad l-"> years of age, was 
brutally luurden-d in .letfersonville, Fri- 
day morning by .hum Aldridge. They 
worked in the Ohio Fails car works and 
were enga;,ed in assorting nails. While 
tlius employed thc^y got into a dispute 
over some trivial matter, but were separ- 
ated before they came to blows. Aldridge 
refused to fight in the car works ground, 
but consontt'd to meet his adversary late 
in the aftern' >on and luvve it out. 

The lads separated, and it was thought 
the dilH<'ulty wiis U'.injKirarily settlijd, 
but while ( tle.-ison waa busy with his 
duties, Aldridge slipped up behind and 
hurled a large piece of iron at him. It 
hit the unfortunate young man in tlie 
back of 111 ■ he.-id, fracturing the skull at 
the ba ." of the brain and knocking the 
viitiin senseless. (lleaoon never re- 
gained coiricioiisness, and died in ten 
minutes afler being struck. Aldridge 
made his i-<c.ipe, but later the |>olice 
fo.iiid him at his home on Missouri 
aveiuK and Seventh stn-t't. and locked 
him up. The young murderer ia only 17 
years old and bears an ugly reputauoo.
